The 
inte Mr. W. F. Corbett, of The 
Referee, promptly dubbed Scanlan 
“The Coon Biter.", Scanlan fled to 
the States. The name followed him, 
and he retired from boxing alto- 
gether, 

Kicked Out. 

Perhaps it may not have been loss 
of temper but a desire to bring 
about a spectacular finish which 
induced Pat. Sullivan to err when 
opposed to Billy Casey at the old 
Gaiety many years ago. At any 
rate, he knocked out Casey all right, 
but not in the way allowed by the 
rules. When Casey was prostrate, 
Sullivan walked np to him and, with 
a beautifully-aimed and timed kick, 
sent Casey to sleep for several 
minutes. , 
Wouldn't Go Out: 

Then as to cricket. George Giffen 
made a blot on his copy book when 
he captained the South Australian 
team against Victoria on Adelaide 
Oval in 1889, 

“Jack” Blackham, was captain of 
the Victorians, Giffen was batting, 
and Trumble bowling. In those days 
each State selected its own umpire. 
Giffen had made nine runs when 
Trumble‘ hit his pads. He appealed 
for Ibw. South. Australian umpire. 
Fisher, aaid.that’Glffgn was not out. 
Trumble sent down. ‘another ball. 
In attempting to hit the ball Giffen 
fell. The fleldsmen nearby appeal- 
ed on the ground that while Giffen 
was turning his somersault he hit: 


a stamp with his’ foot, thus causing|¢ 


ihe balls to fall off. Tom’ Flynn, 
Victorian umpire, gave him out “hit 
wicket.” - 

Gitten, mad as eighteen hares, 
suid that the decision was bad. “He 
sald the appeal was made after the 
ball was “dead.” : 

Tho game was held up. for half- 
an-hour, when Giffen continued his 
innings, the Victorians protesting. 
Gitten made‘85. The point “was 
referred to the Marylebone Cricket 
Club. Of course, Giffen was quite 
wrong, but the Victorians did not 
worry, because they won the match 
by 18 runs. : 

At the time Giffen was practically 
a law unto himself. Usually an ex- 
ceptionally nice chap, there were 
times when he was obstinate as a 
mule, This was one of them. . _ 

Alan Marshall created something 
of a sensation in Queensland on one 
occasion, He could play cricket, 
too, for on going to England 
“Wisden's Annual” one year includ- 
ed him in their best five cricketers 
of the year. Back again to Aus* 
tralia he was playing one afternoon 
for North Brisbane against Toom- 
bul in the “A” grade competition 
round about 1914. He was given 
out lbw. Instead of retiring with 
good grace as a properly-constituted 
batsman should, he rushed at the 
umpire with bat uplifted. The 
official ran as if his life was in 
danger. Then came the extraordin- 
ary spectacle of batsman chasing 
umpire round the field. But unlike; 
Giffen, Marshall had to retire. 

One can hardly imagine anyone 
losing his temper when playing 
billiards, Yet—the great Roberts 
fumed’ when the.other man was 
building up a break, He let off 
steam by saying to no one in parti. 
cular, and using bad grammar in 
the process, “Who do you think the 
crowd are paying to see?” 

Stevenson and Melbourne Inman 
had no time for one another, even 
when they were playing only ex- 
hibition matches; and many a snap 
they had at each other when show- 
ing in Australia, 

Perhaps all these ebullitions are 
due to the state of the player's liver 
at the moment of his indiscretion.

INSIDE CABINS. 

The remurkuble developments 
which have been made in recent 
years in the sciences of ventilation 
and illumination have done much to 
render unnecessary the arrangement 
of the whole of the passenger ac- 
commodation in outside cabins.

NEW HELM ORDERS. 

On one point only, the new helm 
orders, has there been any criticism 
if the ‘Merchant Shipping (Safety 
ind Lond Line conventions) Bill in 
che House of Lords. The measure 
aag passed through the Upper House 
ind is now before the House of 
Commons, Lord Merrivale voiced 
che opposition to the new helm 
orders, but Earl Stanhope, who ig 
.n charge of the Bill, gave him an 
assurance which allayed his anxlety 
‘0 a considerable extent. The Board 
of Trade authorised Earl Stanhope 
vo state that before the new ‘orders 
Lecame operative, three months 
notice at least, and in all probability 
six months, would be given. More- 
over, the Board proposed to take 
into consultation the associations of 
officers of the mercantile marine 
and, in fact, all connected with ship- 
ping, to deliberate on the best way 
of bringing. the change: into force. 
In this manner it would be arranged 
that seamen would be able to effect 
the change without danger. It fs 
just as well to -take these steps.
